The previous day on Mr C B Latoucbe’s explaining the whole 
situation to the Council it was arranged that Rao Bahadur Pandit Sukhdeo 
Prashadji be requested to call the leaders of the strike, to- heartheir grievances 
and to find out ihe terms on which they were prepared! to resume work.

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a. The gratuity rules clearly provide that a break of service 
makes an employee ineligible from receiving the bcniiit of 
a gratuity. A strike constitutes a break of service and such 
workshop employees who lately refused to attend work have 
therefore actually made themselves ineligible for gratuity 
But the Council have decided to take a lenient view of 
the case on this occasion and they now inform all em- 
ployees that the rules will be strictly applied in the case 
of any future strike

The prosecution stoiy is that in the evening of 21 — 7~ 17 the 
accused murdered his wife Gigli with a grass chopper and then attempted 
10 commit suicide T.he Chief Court has convicted the accused under 
Sections 302 and 309 MFC but strongly recommends him for mercy 

2 I have gone through this case and must say that the trial is not 
<■ nly pel functor) , but the Chief Court has not studied and grasped the 
case with any rare 

3 T he Chief Court has convicted the accused on his confession 
which in Its opinion is boine out by the evidence, the major part of which 
IS supported by the confession 

4 The Chief Court has not properly examined the witnesses and has 
also failed to examine riost pertinent wimesses Pep Singh (P W a ) had 
stated before the bub-Inspectoi (P W 1)0023 — 7-17 that the accused 
and his wife had cut each other by mutudl fight The Chief Court did not 
ask P W I wh> he did not make enquiry into this allegation Again in 
hi', leport dated 23—7—17 (EX \ j P W. 2 stated that in the morning 
of 22 — 7 — 17 he went to Kuchaman and the accused and his wife went to 
the held, that he returned about a Gharhi after sunset and found they had 
not returned, that then he went to see them in the field He further stated 
orally at the moment before the Sub- Inspector that he had been to Kucha- 
man on 2ist July 1917, and went in search of the accused and his wife 
on 22nd July 1919, that he told his brother Mangal Singh that they had 
cut each other by fighting mutually and that Mangal Singh went into the 
village and Chatter Singh (P W 3) and others came up and they asked to 
report The Chief Court did not ask P W 2 how he accounted for the 
difference in the date of occurrence, why on return from Kuchaman reaching 
there after sunset he made no inquiries about them, whether he liad any 
talk with the accused when he went to the field, how he came to know that 
the accused and his wife had mangled themselves by mutual fight, whether 
he had taken any steps to guard the corpse of Gigh and look after the 
accused etc etc Similarly it omitted to ask Chatter Singh (P. W. 3 ) w’hen 
he had had the information of the event from P. W 2 and whether he had 
been to see the accused and his W'lfe on the spot even before the Sub- 
I nspector’s going there and whethei^ he had taken any steps to watch the 
accused and his deceased wife 

The Bhambhi boy who is alleged to point out the deceased and his 
wife to P W 2 and whose evidence was so important has not been examined 
by the Chief Court Again, the doctor who held the post mortem examina- 
tion and saw the accused on 24 — ^7—17 said in his report that the dead 
body appeared to him to be of more than 8 daj s’ duration T he date of 
occurrence was 21 — 7—17, yet the Chief Court did not call for and examine 
this doctor. And his evidence ivas also essential in connection w ith the 
case of suicide against the accused with a mcw to see whether the wounds 

were suicidal and not homicidal, because according to the accused he cut 
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Ins throat on 2 1~ 7 ~ 1 7 when he killed his wife, while according to the 
doctor she had been killed more than 8 days before 24—7 — 17 It has also 
omitted to examine several other witnesses some of whom were more 
important and essential as will be show later on 

For these reasons this evidence is worthless and instead of corrobo- 
rating the confession is apparently making it more suspicious and such being 
the case it is entirely doubtful whether he is really the culprit 

5. When I further reflect my doubt becomes still graver 

tfl) I will first point out that the order of commitment by the 
Hakim (committing Magistrate) was made without any consideration of the 
evidence taken before him 

In Ex A dated 23 — 7 — 17 (P W 2) stated, that on 21 — 7 — 17 he 
went to Kuchaman and the accused and his wife went to the field, that on 
his return the same day in the night, he found they had not retuined, that he 
went to the field and on a Bhambhi boy showing him, he saw the accused 
lying wounded and his wife lying dead And on Sub- Inspector's oral 
inquiry at the time of the report he further stated that he had been to 
Kuchaman on 21 — 7 — 17, th.>t he went in search of them in the morning of 
22 — 7 — 17 and in the noon he saw them in the field and on return he told 
his brother Mangal Singh that they had cut each other by mutual fight 
And when he was examined by the Hakim he stated that on return from 
Kuchaman on 2t— 7 - 17 he made enquiiies but to no effect, that he thought 
that, that being a festival day, the accused and his wnfe might have gone to his 
Susral at Dewrea, that he waited till the following morning, but they did not 
return, that he, then, went in the field, that remaining at a distance of 60 
paces (paundas) from the accused and his wife he saw them besmeared with 
blood under aKhejri tree that he got confounded and returning to the village 
with difficulty, told Mangal Singh that m his view the accused and 
his wife were lying dead and that arrangements to guard them should be 
made, that he then proceeded to the Tirana and that when on 23 — 7 — 17 he 
arrived with the Thanedar on the spot, the accused could not speak, that 
he made signs to the Thanedar showing that he had killed his wife and cut 
his throat. 

When he had seen them from a distance of 60 paces on 22-7-17 and 
not gone to them and told his brother Mangal Singh that in his view they 
W'ere dead and asking him to arrrange to guard them, he proceeded to the 
Thana how could he know in the meantime as stated in the report that the 
accused was alive and his wife dead Again when he had not gone to the 
accused and his wile and had had no talk with the former, how could he 
state before the Sub-Inspector that they bad cut each other by mutual fight 

(ft) The Sub-Inspector stated before the Hakim that when he went 
to the scene of murder he had the tracks examined by Sheonalh Pagi 
(a servant of the Thana) and Ramla Bawri, that no tracks except those of 
the accused and his wife were discovered, that on enquiry from the accused 
who could not speak he made signs representing that he had killed his wife 
and cut his throat and that P W 2 Chatter Bhuj, Bchru Singh, Khuman 
Singh and Ramla were present with him 
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Bheru Singh and Chatter Bhuj stated before the Hakim >hat on 
2i-7-i7 they and Khuman Singh and Ramla went to the spot, that the 
accused was lying dangerously wounded and his wife dead, that they left 
the place leaving Ramla to look after them that when on the following day 
they went to the spot with the Sub-Inspector, the accused could not speak 
and made signs indicating that he had killed his wife and cut his throat I 
may note that Chatter Bhuj or Chatter Singh did not mention nor was he 
asked by the Chief Court that he had gone to the spot on 22-7-17 

Ramla says that he examined the tiacks but the tracks of none 
else but those of the accused and his wife were traceable, that on 
22nd July 1917 Khuman Singh and others went away leaving him to 
see the accused and his wife, that on the night of 22nd July 1917 the 
accused’s father Gida came up theie with water and served it ( to the 
accused ), that on his enquiry the accused caught hold of his throat wounds 
and told him that whatever was to happen did happen, that on Thanedar's 
questioning, the accused did not speak but shaking his head passed his fingers 
over his neck but that he could not understand the meaning of these signs 
And the accused himself stated that on 23-7-17 he was quite unconscious 
and did not recognise anybody Thus apparently Kamla and the accused 
contradict each other Ramla says that he told him that whatever was to 
happen did happen, while the accused says he was quite unconscious and the 
other witnesses also say that he was unable to speak And the story of the 
other witnesses including Sub-Inspector-that the accused made intelligible 
signs representing the admission of guilt is also contrary to the accused’s 
confession referred to 

Again the Sub-Inspectoi’s story of tracks is apparently false P W 
2 Khuiiian Singh, Bheru Singh, Ramla and Chatter Bhuj bad admittedly 
gone to the accused on 22-7-17 and yet the tracks of nobody else than the 
accused and his wife were discovered on 23 7-17 

(c) Ordinal ily all the witnesses examined before the Committing 
Magistrate and particularly the important ones must be examined in the 
Chief Court But in this case neither the pioseculion cared to produce nor 
did the Chief Court care to call for and examine Ramla who had gone to the 
accused on 22-7-17 and was on guard till 23 — 7—17 and had talked to the 
accused and had also discovered tracks, and Bheru Singh who had gone to 
the accused on 22-7-17 and 23-7-17 and the doctor who had seen the 
accused and his wife on 24-7-17 

Again, the law requires that all witnesses having connection with the 
transaction in question, or alleged or known to have knowledge of the facts 
or present at the occurrence ought to be examined Yet the Bhambhi boy 
who had pointed out the accused and his wife to P. W 2 on 22-7-17 and 
Gida ( father of the accused) who had served the accused wifh water on the 
night of 22.7-17 were neither produced by the prosecution nor called and 
examined by the Hakim or Chief Court 

This omission to examine such important and essential w itncsscs, 
whose evidence would have brought the real facts to light is simply 
lamentable 
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6 Such IS the character of the prcsccuticn eviclence and the 
accused's confession A confession on which the ccnMction is based must be 
regarded with caution It must be consistent with reason and other 
surroundinsrj circumstances And where there is other evidence the truth 
of the tonfession must be tested w’lth the aid of such evidence 

Applying these tests to the present case and considering all the facts: 
and circumstances thereof, I am forced lo hold that the confessnn is not 
free and voluntary, and that it is made simplj to screen the real oftender 

The case as a matter of fact deserves to be tned de 7'oro, but as 
much time has already passed for the occurrence it is not proper to send 
It back. 


I w'ould set aside the conviction and sentence, and acquit the 

accused 

I may note that the bub'Inspector Hariram Singh has acted witlr 
no common sense or caie an J ability in this case, and his proceedings point 
to his incompetence and are not above suspicion His conduct may be 
Iv-ought to the notice of the Inspector General of Police

I he facts of the case aie briefly as follows,— 

About noon on g-4-18, the accused wcunded Pooma (deceased ) with 
a knife and Poonia died in consequence after a fevV tnAiia 1 he Chief Court 
has convicted the accused under bection 302 P C and sentenced him to 
Ule-imprisonment and has sent up tlie ca^e for confnmation ot the sentence. 
The accused confessed the guilt before the Hakim but leti acted his confession 
before the Chief Court 

The first question is w'hether the confession made before the Hakim 
and retracted before the Chief Court is iiee and voluntary f he circumstantial 
evidence is so strong that it leaves no doubt that the accused is guilty of 
killing the deceased Pooma In the first place P W • 1 ( Kiigia ), P. W 4 
( Mailudi h P W 6 t Dhanki ; heard the deceased immediately after the 
occurrence say that the accused had struck him ( deceased ) and also saw 
the accused and a knite covered with blood neai the deceased I hey fuither 
^aw the deceased bleeding from the chest P. VV i Rugbia and P. W 3 
^Pelad) testify to his death in consequence of this w’oiind^ a few hours 
after he was assailed. The bub-AssiStani Surgeon Jalore says that the death 
of the deceased was due to this wound and that such wound may be caused 
by means of this knife if a strong thrust is made. The accused’s sister 
(Ganga P. W. 5 ) states that he (accused t, told her that he had struck the 
deceased as the latter had not paid him the ineuey he owed and had beaten 
him 

It is thus indisputably established that the accused killed the deceased. 
The accused’s retraction is untrue. 


The second quesbon is under what section of the Marwar Penal 
Code, the offence committed by the imcused falls The Chief Court has 
convicted him under Section 302, but 1 dis.igree with it. 


The accused states in his confession that the cast Panchayat had 
Settled a dispute between him and the deceased about some money in this 
way that the deceased should pay him Rs. 20oJ~ ^two hundred j that some 
six months before the occurrence ( striking of the deceased by the accused), 
he made his first demand on the deceased for this money but he did not 
pay and beat him with Lathies, that on the day of occurrence he again 
demanded his debt, but that instead of paying it he (deceased) gave him iwo 
blows on the chest and back and felling him down sat on his chest, a..d that 
he (accused) turned him aside and struck him with his knife which 
happened to be in his pocket, and his version about the occurrence on 
account of the deceased beating: him on his having demanded his debt is 
corroborated by P. W, 5 Ganga, 

accused to'! conduct of the deceased had excited the 

ccused to sudden andwiolent passion m as much as he was his debtor and 

omis-behaved that instead of paying the debt he beat him and throwing 

aoo offence, is therefore, covered by Section 

Culpable ho^Vd accused is guilty of the offence of 

ipable homi-cide not amounting to Murder. 
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Apart from the consideration of this provocation too, the offence 
docs not fall in the catagory of Murder. The knife used was blunt and in 
the use of such an instrument no such knowledge can be attributed to the 
accused that it must in all probability cause such bodily injury as is likely 
to cause death. Thusin this view too the offence is “Culpable homi.cide not 
amounting to murder ' 

Lastly I have to sec whether the punishment awarded is proper. In the 
circumstances of the case as detailed above the ends of Justice would be 
adequately satisfied if the accused were sentenced to ten years rigorous 
imprisonment under Section 304 of the M P C, 

I would therefore alter the conviction from one under Section 302 
to one under Section 304 and reduce the sentence from life-imprisonment 
to ten years rigorous imprisonment.
